The first of the aerie* of orchard 
demonstrations in Adams County by 
representatives from the State Divis­ 
ion of Zoology took place Wednesday 
afternoon in the large orchards of Mrs 
C. M. Weaver, of New O xfod, locat­ 
ed in Mount Pleasant township about 
a m ile and a half 
west of that place. 
The work was in charge of Demon 
strator Pearce and was attended by a 
large number of prom inent agricnl 
fur int a and fruit growers 


Mr Pearce gave thorough instrue 
ti us in regard to pruning, spraying, 
grafting and budding and also devoted 
sums tim e to a talk on 
fertilization. 
His spraying demonstration was en 
ti rely along the line of the San Jose 
Scale 
lie is expected to return later 
to give instruction for the treatm ent 
for coddling moth. 
Further demon 
stratum s w ill tuke place in the fall. 
Mrs Weaver is extensively engaged 
in the growing of fruit and has in the 
orchard which the State has chosen 
for 
demonstration p u r is ts fourteen 
hundred apple trees a* d five hundred 
|iear trees 
No work was done with 
the latter. 
It was the o rb 
in 
tention of the demonstrator to have 
two daya here hut. owing to the ex 
trem ely 
early spring, it was found 
necessary Cl 
curtail his 
tim e and 
hurry to the next station as the ad 
vunced buds make prompt splaying 
absolutely necessary. 


New tactics have been determined 
upon fiy the Borough authorities for 
the enforcement of the dog quaran­ 
tine which still has about six weeks 
to run before the one hundred days 
w ill have 
expired. 
No more dogs 
w ill he shot for the present. 
Instead, the owners w ill he prose 
coted, the state law providing that 
owners allow ing their dogs to run at 
large w ithout tieing muzzled while a 
quarantine is in force, may fia fined 
from flu to $100.00 upon conviction, 
and Burgess Holtz worth w ilt now take 
in hand this manner of seeing that 
the quarantine is observed. 
The next tim e Mr. Starner goes on 
duty it w ill fie to investigate whose 
dogs are at large w ithout muzzles and 
the owners w ill be prom ptly prose 
outed and made pay the fine. 
If dogs 
ure found 
whose owners cannot be 
ascertained the anim als w ill tie shot 
and. if the prosecution method proves 
ineffective, the shooting w ill again 
be used to protect the public. 
It is generally believed by the local 
authorities that practically all of the 
‘’ow nerless” dogs have iteen killed 
and that those 
found out now are 
either allowed to run because of care 
lessriess or because the owners have 
neglected to use the proper means to 
keep them confined. 
More than thirty dogs have gonejjto 
“ the happy hunting grounds” since 
the State Livestock 
Sanitary Board 
established 
the quarantine in Feb­ 
ruary. 
Of them* the larger numtier 
were killed by the local officer while 
the state official also killed about a 
dozen. 
Many of the dogs killed were 
household pets and some of them were 
anim als of considerable value. 
The 
'•areas*#* were removed to the fort ii 
izer plant of Spangler and Oyler east 
of town for disposal. 


Howard Ham er, of Harney, was on 
Wednesday m orning buried beneath a 
cave-in of large stone while engaged 
in digging a well at the home of Elias 
Leppo, near Sw artz’s school house in 
Oonewago township 
Mr. H am er was 
at the bottom of the well when the 
accident occurred but escaped serious 
injury, or being crushed to death by 
the great weight of stones. 
H am er Brothers, Paul and Howard, 
of Harney, who make a specialty of 
d rillin g 
artesian 
wells 
contracted 
w ith Mr. Leppo for drilling his well 
deeper. 
The w all is one of the old 
fashioned kind, about 32 feet in depth, 
the aldea to the entire depth being 
surrounded by a stone wall. 
They had succeeded in d rillin g to a 
depth of 26 feet below tile original depth 
Howard H am er was in the bottom of 
the old well arranging the largo steel 
pij*e which was being installed in the 
well when the wall started to cave in 
from tho bottom continuing until the 
stone, aliout 12 or 14 perch, collapsed 
and piled up in the well. 
When Mr. 
H am er discovered the crum bling of 
the w all he jumped lie!ween the largt 
steel pipe and one side of the wall 
and started to work his way to the 
top. 
He had gotten to w ithin about 
1H feet of the top when he was entirely 
covered and his escape cut off. 
News of the accident spread like 
fire and in a short tim e several hun 
dred persons had congregated. 
It was 
feared that Mr. 
Ham er was killed, 
hut after rescuers had uncovered his 
head he talked freely and directed the 
work, being apparently uninjured Dr. 
Meisenhelder, of Hanover, 
was tele- 
pnoned for and arrived promptly. 
H am er was finally brought to the 
top of the well and on tieing examined 
by Dr. Meisenhelder it 
was found 
that the man was uninjured w ith the 
exception of several alight cuts and 
bruises. 
H am er’s m iraculous escape is due 
to the large steel pine tiehind which 
he found refuge and which caused the 
stone to become lodged, saving bim 
from tieing crushed to death o r from 
suffocatioa,

TO BUILD SEVENTY MILES 


Pennsylvania w ill add between sev 
enty and eighty m iles of improved 
highway this year to the roads built 
under the impel vision 
of the State 
Highway Department. 
The unusually 
early season has enabled contractors 
for road work to liegin operations in 
twenty or more counties, nod every 
effort is tieing made to push construc­ 
tion 
as 
rapidly 
as 
possible. 
The 
State has built 62' miles of road since 
the creation of the Highway Dejiart 
ment, the 
hulk of the work having 
been done in the last two years. 
In 
addition the road building has lieen 
along more connected lines than hers 
tofore. 
Under the provisions of the law the 
construction is handled entirely by 
the State, but 
the 
townships and 
boroughs have the choice of roads to lie 
improved. 
Irately 
steps have 
been 
taken to 
connect isolated I ilk s of 
road, and several stretches of teu or 
twelve m iles w ill soon l*e ready for 
traffic. 
More attention is also being 
given to the use of brick on roads. 
The State has about $073,000 te 
spend on construction this year.

average cost is between $*.600 aud 
$0000 a mile.

Garfield, went to a secluded spot 
Just outside of Garfield to settle a 
long standing dispute. Each chose a 
second and the fight was conducted 
on prize rules Sit rounds were fought 
without apparent advantage on either 
side. but just as the referee was about 
to tall tim e at the end of the seventh 
round Trechou was dealt a blow on 
th e head and another iii the abdomen 
which felled him. 
When he failed to 
recover ronsrlousness the crowd all 
slipped away, leaving Trechou with 
his second. John Dwyer. 
For more 
than an hour Dwyer worked In vain to 
restore his friend, and then in alarm 
ran to a telephone and called an am ­ 
bulance. 
Trechou Is a son of Jam es F T re­ 
chou. a m em ber of the Garfield bourd 
of education. He is a third year stu ­ 
dent in toe Passaic high school and 
champion one mile track runner of the 
school. 
Kaiser is employed in P as­ 
saic and hears a good reputation. 


The Report, W hich Ie Final, Recom­ 


mends That Only Fourteen of the 


Discharged Soldier* Be Allowed to 


R eenlist. 


W ashington, April 7.—The colored 
•oldiers of the Tw enty fifth regim ent 
of infantry were guilty of “shooting 
up” Brownsville. Tex., on Aug. 13 and 
14, 1906. 
T his is the verdict of the 
m ilitary court that has had the affair 
under investigation for a year. 
The court is unanimously of the 
opinion that 
the evidence sustained 
the c h a r g e s that the colored soldiers 
of 
the 
T w enty fifth 
infantry 
were 
guilty as accused by the mayor and 
citizens of Brownsville. 
T he officers of the regiment, the 
m em bers of the #ourt find. had been 
negligent in not performing their d u ­ 
ties properly im m ediately prior to the 
affray and in not ordering an inspec­ 
tion of the regim ent after the raid on 
the town Instead of at daylight several 
hours later, 
lf an im m ediate inspec­ 
tion had been held, the m em bers of 
the court say, several of the culprits 
would have been discovered, 
in addi­ 
tion if tho officers had performed their 
duty properly before the raid th e af­ 
fra y could not have occurred In the 
opinion of the court. 
The report, which was subm itted to 
Secretary of W ar Dickinson, recom ­ 
mends that fourteen of the discharged 
soldiers he allow ed to reenlist. Three 
com panies of the Twenty-fifth infan­ 
try. Com panies B. C and D. were dis­ 
charged without honor for declining 
to give* inform ation which would en ­ 
able the arm y authorities to locate and 
punish the soldier* who raided the 
town. 
The appointm ent of the court of in­ 
quiry was In accordance with an act 
of congress which was passed after a 
long fight by form er Senator Jam es B. 
Foraker, of Ohio, who defended the 
negro soldiers. 
According to the term s of th e act 
creating the hoard of inquiry. Its find­ 
ings are final and cannot he reviewed 
by any one.

the throat of Jam es Haney, mill fore­ 
man. and made his escape. Ile* is now 
being pursued across the* hills by the 
police, Haney bled to death. 


The “shooting up" of Brownsville, 
Tex., of which the colored m em bers 
of Com panies B. C and I) Twenty-fifth 
Infantry, were accused, occurred on 
Aug 
13 and 14. 1906. The investiga 
Hon made soon after the trouble by 
Lieutenant Colonel levering, of the 
Fourth Infantry, and later by Brigadier 
General Hartington, inspector general 
of the army, showed that citizens did 
not want the colored troops there, and 
the soldiers knew it.

were not allowed to drink with white 
Itersons at th e principal 
barroom s 
The III feeling became acute when two 
colored soldiers rudely jostled a party 
of women on a sidewalk 
Mr Tate. 
husband of one of the women, knock 
**d down one of the soldiers with his 
revolver. On Aug 12 a soldier seized 
by the* hair Mrs. Evans, a white cill 
zen* wife. threw her to the ground 
and ran away. 
This led to several clashes of citi­ 
zens aud soldiers, and on the night of 
Aug 13 the soldiers, according to te s­ 
timony. fired scleral shots in the air 
XL create alarm 
When the town was 
Bloused more* shots were fired, and a 
lie u te n a n t of 
p o lic e was fired upon 
by Aft en colored soldiers and wound­ 
ed in several parts of his body. 
On the following night the colored 
soldiers again Invaded the town and 
more shots were Ared. Se veral persons 
we re wounded. 
When the original investigation waa 
under way the answers of the soldiers 
were all alike to the officers trying to 
detect the few men guilty of the crim e 
of firing in the night upon the citizens 
of a sleeping town They were general 
denials of the c harges 
President 
Roosevelt held that be 
cause they appeared “to stand togeth­ 
er In a determ ination to resist the de­ 
tection of the guilty, th e y shall fall 
together when the penalty falls " How. 
ever any non commissioned officer or 
enlisted man w ho < an satisfy the sec­ 
retary of war that he has told all he 
knows or can find out about th e riot, 
can apply for reenlistm ent.

FEEDING THE CALF. 


EARLY VOTE ON R. R. BILL 


Senator

Care Should Be Taken When Giving It 
Skimmilk and Milk. 
It is well to leave the calf by Itself 
for at least tw elve hours and, In case 
the calf has run with Its mother for 
several 
days, 
possibly 
twenty-four 
hours. 
Attem pts to feed the calf ear­ 
lier than this usually do the calf no 
good and may injure the feeder’s tem ­ 
per. 
If the c a lfs muzzle is held In 
the milk aud its mouth pried open 
once so that it tastes the milk it will 
drink without the feeder being obliged 
to place his hand in the milk and al­ 
low the calf to suck his finger. 
The calf Is unable to bandle hay or 
grain until It is a week or ten days 
old. 
During this period It Is not wise 
to try to feed skimmilk. 
At first the 
whole milk should be fed three times 
a day—four pounds in the morning, 
two pounds at noon and four pounds 
at night—at blood temperature. 
In 
about a week or ten dnys the calf can 
be fed twice dally. 
During this tim e 
the allowance of whole milk can be 
gradually Increased to about tw elve

weeks old the calf, if a strong, vigor­ 
ous one, eau be gradually changed to 
skimmilk. 
During the first day de 
crease the amount of the whole milk 
one pound aud adcf cue pound of skim 
milk, aud so on each day until the 
Change is complete. 
Previous to this 
the calf should have a little grain 
(corn or Kaffir cornmeal or a mixture 
of both) placed In Its mouth Immedi­ 
ately after drinking Its milk. 
In this 
way It gets a taste of the grain and 
will soon go to the feed boxes aud eat 
with a relish. 
After the change to skimmilk 
la 
completed the amount may tie gradu­ 
ally Increased as fast as the calf is 
able to consum e It without scouting 
Care must be taken not to increase 
too rapidly. The calf Is a greedy ani­ 
mal and will appear more hungry aft­ 
er drinking its milk than before, and 
if given too much it will soon tie on 
the sick list. 
The milk fed should be 
weighed or measured at each feeding. 
Our experience has been that a calf 
from three to five w«*eks of age can 
tie f**♦ I from ton to tw elve pounds dal­ 
ly, from seven to eight weeks old 
fourteen to sixteen pounds and when 
from three to ti vt* mouths of age can 
be fed eighteen to tweuty pounds of 
milk. The milk should alw ays he fed 
warm and sweet.

as Bride and Bridegroom— The Last 


Day In Rome. 


Home, April 7.—No one but Gifford 
Pinchot, the deposed forester, will be 
received by Colonel Roosevelt during 
the three days he will spend at Porto 
Maurlzio. near the French frontier, 
where he will visit at the villa of 
Miss Carow. who is Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
• H e r. 
Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt left 
here at m idnight 
for 
Spezia. from 
which point they will begin a carriage 
drive over the route to Genoa which 
they traversed on their honeymoon. 
The American new spaper correspond­ 
ents who accompanied Mr. Roosevelt 
from K hartoum have promised, at the 
former p resident’s request, to respect 
the privacy of this sentim ental jour­ 
ney. 
The carriage drive from Spezia to 
Genoa, a distance of sixty five miles, 
will occupy the greater part of three 
days. Arriving at Genoa, the Roos«»- 
velts will proceed at once by train to 
Porto Maurizio, where they will stop 
for three 
days at the Carow villa, 
where Mr. Pinchot will be th e only 
other guaat. 
It will be at the Carow villa that 
Mr. Roosevelt will hear the complete 
story of how and why Mr. Pinchot 
was deposed as chief forester by Pres­ 
ident Taft, and of the charges made 
against S ecretary Ballinger, of the in­ 
terior departm ent. 
Colonel Roosevelt and Mr. Pinchot 
are close personal friends and both. 
when the form er was president, were 
devoted to advocating the conservation 
of land. 
Colonel Roosevelt has al­ 
ready made a statem ent in advance of 
the meeting with Mr. Pinchot that he 
will have nothing to say. at this time,

councilmen to the extent of $20,000. 
Jam es 
M. 
Anderson, 
general 
book­ 
keeper of the W orkingm en's Savings 
Bank and Trust company, was arraign­ 
ed on a charge of having mutilated 
the hooks of his hank to save the ex­ 
posure of certain persons lie pleaded 
nolo contendre and was placed under 
hail. 
The most startling feature of the 
graft prune up to data is information 
conveyed in the presentm ent handed 
down against Hoffstot. District Attor­ 
ney William A. Blakely appeared as a 
citizen before this grand jury in con­ 
nex io n with the Hoffstot Investigation 
and told how before he became dis­ 
trict attorney he had been approached 
by Hoffstot and the late J W. Friend 
and by Councilman Charles Stewart 
and asked to act as stakeholder for a 
fund of $52,000 which they said were 
to he paid certain councilmen for the 
passage of a bank ordinance. 


Blakely Asked to Hold Money. 


Blakely wag asked to hold the mon­ 
ey ag a guard against cheating on the 
partof councilmen, and part of bis 
duties would be to pay It out to the 
crooked city fathers as they fulfilled 
their promises. Attorney Blakely is 
alleged to have refused to consider the 
proposition, and he warned Messrs. 
Hoffstot. Friend and Stew art that their 
course of action if pursued would get 
them into trouble, and that if he ever 
attained a position of authority in the 
courts of Allegheny county he would 
go after them 
This is thought to 
have frighened them. so that Hoffstot 
and Friend began to negotiate with 
Stewart, representing the councilmen. 
to have all paym ents of graft made in 
New York city, paid with money ship­ 
ped from Pittsburg. The grand jury 
does not say that Hoffstot paid the 
money out there personally, but says 
that 
persons who directly paid the 
money in New York to Councilman 
Stew art and others is not yet known 
to them. 
All this money was bribery 
for the passage of the hank ordinance, 
it is claimed. 
lf is alleged that Hoffstot on two 
occasions solicited money from Cash 
ler .Fame* M, Young, of the Second 
National bank, of Pittsburg, one of the 
institutions late named as a city dc* 
incitory, and caused him to ship to 
New York $21,000 as that hank's share 
of the bribe money. 
Cashier Young 
was before the jury a long time.

Bank and Trust company, before the 
court 
provoked 
a pathetic incident. 
Ju d ge Robert 8 
Frazer aud W inter

would confess to bribery. Judge Fra 
zer's voice broke and. motioning for 
lodge Elliott Rodgers to come closer, 
the juWge explained that he and the 
man about to plead were friends of too 
long standing to permit of his hearing 
the confession without (lain. He would 
rather 
President W inter made his 
statem ent in some other court. Win 
tei was then taken before Judges Car 
caban and Swearingen, where he con 
fessed that he had given Councilman 
Morris Einstein $20,WO in order that 
his Flank might be made a city depos 
(tory. He was placed under $25uO ball. 
The indictm ent of Hoffstot and the 
arraignm ent and pleading of W inter 
makes four of the six hank presidents 
whose institutions have been selected 
as city depositories to lie accused of 
wrongdoing.

Settem bre is Instead 
systematically 
united with the worst anticlerical and 
anti papal elem ents in the city, and 
displays such attitude in the most no­ 
torious m snner and in the most ag­ 
gressive and insulting form. 
“ Mr. Roosevelt himself had a slight 
limited sam ple of this in the dec lara­ 
tion published recently by the M eth­ 
odists. which he felt obliged to dis­ 
avow T he holy see. after the reg retta­ 
ble Fairbanks incident, had every rea­ 
son to fear th a t Mr. Roosevelt, unw it­ 
tingly and in perfect good faith, would 
have been led to manifest open sym ­ 
pathy and friendship towards this hos­ 
tile center of aggression against the 
Catholic church in the very heart of 
the Catholic world. Therefore, when 
Mr. Roosevelt requested Indirectly and

VALUE OF FERTILIZER SHOWN 


Millet Crop More Than Doubled by 
Properly Enriching the 8 oil. 
The picture herewith represents the 
value of fertilizer ou sandy soil. 
A 
atrip of land in New York had celery 
on It a t one side In 1908 w ith an ap­ 
plication of about 300 pounds per acre 
of a 2-8-10 fertilizer; the other aide 
had no fertilizer. 
The land was plow­ 
ed and fitted exactly alike and German 
millet sown about June 15, 1909. 
The 
showing is remarkable, as the season 
was the driest and also the coolest for 
years, w ith only five inches of rain­ 
fall after July I, which Is about half 
of normal. 
The picture shows the 
grow th of one square foot from each 
section, that fertilized in 1908 produc­ 
ing alm ost sixteen and one-half tons 
of green forage to the acre, while the

st her made only 0.8 ton*. 
There are 
reveral points to bt* thought of h e re - 
first, that fertilizers of a good grade 
pay well the first year, and then some 
pay for the second year. 
If this is so with millet, would it not 
be so with grain seeded with grass and 
clover? 
That millet Is a profitable 
crop both for so ilin g and cured Is ap­ 
parent when seven and one-half tons 
cured fodder can Is* secured per a< re. 
As millet contains only about 2 per 
cent of protein. It should be fed In con­ 
nection with alfalfa or clover hay. 
If 
this*#* cannot Im* obtained the ration 
should be balanced with such feeds as 
oi lineal. cottonse«*d meal or the better 
grades of gluten f«s-d. 
“ I have used millet for some years 
with dairy cow* and young stock," 
say* the farm er who made this fertiliz­ 
ing experiment, “and think very high­ 
ly of It. 
It is said to lie Injurious to 
horse* through the elfish it has on 
the kidney* 
W ith the hay crop a* 
light as It has been for two years, as 
the dry season h a s been very hard on 
new sealing, it will surely pay our 
farm ers to give more attention to the 
millets. 
Any one of the dlfTereut kinds 
can Im* sown after all other spring 
crops are In and can be harvested and 
out of th* way before fall work lo ­ 
gins." 


PRESERVING FERNS IN WINTER 


They Should Ba Placed Whara Thay 
Gat Diffuaad Light. 
Although ferns are greatly admired 
/or indoor decorations, the plants are 
In general singularly unfortunate in 
the treatm ent they 
receive at 
the 
hands of their owners. 
It being well 
understood that most varieties tffllve 
better when not e x cited to strong 
sunshine, they are usually relegated 
to any shady and cold position that 
may be otherwise unoccupied in the 
house. 
This method of dealing with 
the plants invariably ends in disap­ 
pointment. 
Although it is true that 
ferns do not like the direct rays of the 
sun continually ujsm them, yet a cer­ 
tain amount of light is necessary for 
their 
development, 
and 
instead 
of 
standing them in corners aud other 
unfavorable places It Is far better to 
give them the full benefit of a window 
—a northern asi>eet will do—or, at any 
rate, they should be placed where they 
get ample diffused light. 
Another frequent cause of failure 
in 
ferns is the sem i-starvation to 
which they are subjected. 
The idea 
Is very prevalent that they do not re­ 
quire manure, aud In consequence any 
poor soil which comes to hand is used 
for potting theta up 
Certainly a soil 
heavily manured la not suitable for 
them, and fresh m anure should on no 
account Im) used, but a reasonable al­ 
lowance of leaf mold Is, as a rule, 
highly isMieficlal. 
To preserve the delicate greennesa 
of the fronds liquid manure may be 
given when the plants are In growth 
and the p o t s fairly full of roots. 
A 
g«»«Ml fertilizer, such as nitrate of soda, 
may be dissolved lu the proportion of 
half an ounce to the gallon and the 
ferns w atered therew ith every ten or 
tw elve day*. 
This is especially good 
w here the plants a re old or partly ex­ 
hausted 
Soot w ater is also very use­ 
ful as a stim ulant. 
It should be j>er- 
fectly clear aud is best applied alter­ 
nately with an artificial fertilizer. Liq­ 
uid immure of anim al origin should ba 
used very sparingly or not at all.
